Welcome to Toshiba 

Congratulations! You have purchased one of the finest projection TV's 
on the market. The goal of this manual is to guide you through setting 
up and operating your Toshiba TV as quickly as possible. 

This manual applies to models 43A61, 43A62, 50A61, 50A62, 
61A61, and 61A62. Before you start reading, check the model number 
by looking at the rear of the TV. 

Models 50A61 and 50A62 are used in this manual for illustration 
purposes. Instructions are based on using the remote control. You can 
also use the controls on the TV if they have the same name as those on 
the remote control. 

Please read all the safety and operating instructions carefully and keep 
the manual for future reference. 

Exploring your new TV 

You can operate your TV using the buttons on the front panel or 
remote control. The back panel and front panel (behind the door) 
provide all the terminal inputs to connect other equipment to the TV.

• Coaxial cable is the cable that comes in from your antenna, cable TV service, 
or cable converter box. Coaxial cable uses "F" connectors. 

• Standard stereo A/V cables usually come in sets of three, and are typically 
color-coded according to use: yellow for video, red for stereo right audio, and 
white for stereo left [or mono) audio. Your TV's standard A/V inputs are 
color-coded in the same manner as the cables. 

• S-Video cable is for use with video equipment that has S-Video connectors. 

• Component video cables come in sets of three (typically color-coded red, 
green, and blue), and are for use with video equipment that has component 
video connectors. Your TV's ColorStreanf (component video) inputs are color- 
coded in the same manner as the cables. 



NOTE REGARDING PICTURE QUALITY 

When connecting video equipment to your Toshiba TV: 

• For GOOD picture quality: Use a standard yellow video cable. 

• For BETTER picture quality: If your equipment has S-video connectors, use 
an S-video cable instead of a standard yellow video cable. (You still must 
connect the standard red and white audio cables for full system connection, 
but do not connect a standard yellow video cable at the same time or the 
picture performance will be unacceptable.)

Preparing the remote control for use 

With the remote control, you can operate your TV, most VCR 
models, and cable TV converters together, even if they are different 
brands. If you will be using your TV with a Toshiba VCR, your 
remote control is already programmed and ready to use. If you own 
different brands of VCRs and/or converters, you first have to program 
your remote control. (See "Programming the remote control for use 
with a non-Toshiba VCR or a cable TV converter" on page 14.) 

Installing the remote control batteries 

To install the batteries: 
1. Slide the battery cover off of the back of the remote control. 




2. Install two "AA" size alkaline batteries. Match the + and - signs on 
the batteries to the signs on the battery compartment. 




Note: 

Your TV's remote control may or may not 
operate your VCR or cable TV converter. 

Refer to the owner's manuals supplied with 
your other equipment to see which features 
are available. In addition, the original 
controllers may have features not available on 
this remote control. If you would like to 
continue to use these features, you may want 
to use the original remote control.

The 
unshaded buttons will operate the TV as usual. 

To control a cable TV converter: 

Set the TV/ CABLE/VCR switch to the CABLE position. The 
shaded buttons in the top part of the illustration at right will 
control the cable TV converter. The other buttons will operate the 
TV as usual.

Programming the remote control for use with a 
non-Toshiba VCR or a cable TV converter 

The TV remote control is preprogrammed to operate Toshiba VCRs 
and cable TV converters. 

To use the remote control to operate a non-Toshiba VCR or cable 
converter: 

1 . Refer to the VCR and Cable TV converter code tables on pages 
15-16 to find the corresponding code for your VCR or converter. 

If more than one code is listed, try each one separately until you 
find the one that works. 

2. If you are programming the remote control to operate your: 

• VCR, set the TV/CABLE/VCR switch on the remote control 
to VCR.
